THE WATER SUPPLY 


FULLY DISCUSSED—CLEAR WELL 
WATER PREFERRED. 


T h e P ro p o sitio n o f In tro d u c in g A r­ 
tesia n W a te r to b e S u b m it­ 
te d to th e P eo p le . 


W hile other cities are wrestling w ith the 
liquor question, Sacram ento is busily en­ 
gaged in discussing the question of her 
w ater supply. 
No city on the continent is 
m ore favorably situated so as to he able to 
secure a good supply of water, for along 
her western border flows the Sacramento 
river and on her eastern boundaries lies an 
artesian belt. T he water from the river 
has been used for domestic purposes since 
1S40, and, though sometimes discolored, 
has ever been regarded as pure and health­ 
ful. 
The supply in the artesian belt is be­ 
lieved to be inexhaustible, and also said by 
those who have a n ah zed it to be equally 
pure and quite clear. 
The Im provem ent Association of the city 
and county of Sacramento, whose sole ob­ 
ject is the advancem ent, by every legiti­ 
m ate means, of the prosperity of the city 
a n d ’county, some two years ago took up 
the question of water supply. 
The com­ 
mittee appointed to investigate iu that par­ 
ticular direction consisted of the following 
well-known citizens: Dr. G. L. Simmons, 
Chairm an : W. P. Coleman, H . C. W olf, H. 
W einstock, Dr. W. A. Briggs, George W. 
Cheslev, C. K. McClatchy, H . W ittenbrock, 
W. E. Chamberlain, A.W alters, L. L. Lewis, 
Dr. T. W . H untington, Dr. A. E. Brune and 
John Eitel. 
The committee has been aclive, and their 
reports m ade from tim e to tim e have been 
interesting and exhaustive. 
Last evening a special m eeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Im provem ent 
Association was held at the Board of Trade 
rooms, Second and J streets, to consider the 
question of water supply for the city. 
By 
invitation, all the members ot the Board of 
Trustees were present, as was also State 
Engineer H all, City Engineer Bassett, and 
others. 
It was the largest and most repre­ 
sentative m eeting ever held by the com­ 
mittee, those present filling both of the 
rooms. 
The m eeting was called to order by the 
President, Judge W. H . Beatty. 
He stated 
that the m eeting had bee» called for the 
purpose of discussing the all im portant 
question of the water supply of the citv. 
In some portions it wa9 deficient at certain 
seasons of the year, or at least the supplv 
was not w hat it should be, and certainly 
would not be sufficient when the city iii- 
cteases in size and population 
A -proposi­ 
tion had been made to purchase a large 
pum p to assist those already in the W ater­ 
works in giving an increased supply of 
water. 
A nother was to enlarge the mains, 
or enlarge the suction pipe so as to enable 
the pum ps now in use to furnish a larger 
supply. 
A nother proposition was to pur­ 
chase a pump,set it up on the substrata east 
of the city, and pum p long enough to 
dem onstrate w hether the supply was suffi­ 
cient, then to connect the eastern portion 
of the city with that supply, thus re­ 
lieving 
the 
tax 
strain 
and 
demand 
on the present W ater-works system. 
If 
after experim ent and the citizens so desired 
they could change and get their entire 
supply from that source. 
If that failed 
then they could put the pum p on the river 
and continue getting water from the pres­ 
ent source. A t such a meeting, where there 
were a large num ber of citizens and city 
officials, from a free discussion some gen­ 
eral scheme could be agreed upon. 
It 
W83 desirable that the subject should be 
discussed thoroughly in all its phases bv 
those who think they can enlighten us on 
the subject. 


M A Y O R G R E G O R Y , 
On being called upon, said he hardly knew 
l.otv to treat the subject. 
He had never 
been ready to adopt the proposed plan of 
artesian water; in fact, he was a little 
afraid they would not find the quanlity of 
water desired. 
However, he thought the 
experim ent worth trying. 
If the supply is 
there, then is it a good thing for the citv? 
W e will be obliged to take some steps soon 
to increase the supply for the present sys­ 
tem will be inadequate for another season. 
A nother pnm p is necessary and we will 
have to increase our m ains ami add more 
machinery. Since the question has been 
agitated by the Im provem ent Association 
and the m atter so thoroughly discussed, he 
thought it well to m ake the experiment, 
provided ground could be bonded at a 
reasonable price before commencing the 
work. 
H e was not wedded to any partic­ 
ular scheme, but was ready to indorse the 
one which he considered best for the city. 


D R . G . L . S I M M O N S , 
Chairm an of the W ater Committee, said 
he did not desire to repeat w hat has been 
said at former meetings, and would be as 
brief as possible. T he nature of the pres­ 
ent system is such that we are under con­ 
tinual criticism from non-residents. 
It is 
believed that the present ami growing 
wants of our city demand that relief of 
some kind m ust be had at no distant day, 
and should our present system be contin­ 
ued, sufficient water pressure m ust be ob­ 
tained, either bv a complete correction of 
the m ains now in use by substituting larger 
and regular ones, in accordance with the 
ideas of Judge Beatty, or as others suggest, 
in the application of increased power at 
the W ater W orks euilding, by means of a 
new pum p. 
A dm itting these premises 
and calculating the great cost incident to 
taking up old m ains and replacing them by 
iarge ones; also, if necessary, add to this 
sum the price of a new pum p. 
W e ask. is 
it not a favorable tim e for citizens to con­ 
sider the plan oi the W ater Committee of 
the Im provem ent Association, which not 
only otters a prospect for a full supply of 
the best clear water in the State, but which 
can be so carried out that our present sys­ 
tem will be relieved of the necessity of 
forcing Sacram ento river w ater from an 
extrem e corner of the city through their 
irregular and sm all m ains to points, in 
some cases, two miles from the source of 
supply ? This proposition, as originally 
oilered to the City Trustees, asked tbat a 
new pum p be purchased and placed over 
known sources of artesian water supply on 
the eastern border of the city; that the 
water raised by this pum n ' be forced 
either 
from 
a 
stand 
pipe 
or 
a 
direct pressure from the pum p into com pe­ 
tent mains, aud brought into a selected dis­ 
trict ot the eastern or residence portion of 
the city, this district to be large enough to 
include a third of all the water-takers and 
to require 2,00u.000 gallons daiiv for its 
consum ption. 
That this district be cnt off 
by a gale from the present river supply, 
and for a year be furnished with the clearer 
water from the artesian belt, or n n tilth e 
authorities are satisfied that the new sys­ 
tem is superior to the old one, and its ex­ 
tension is desirable. The advantages of an 
experim ent of this nature m ust be obvious 
to every interested citizen. 
In the first 
place it will be noticed that we do not ad­ 
vocate an abandonm ent of the present 
water supply until it can be determined 
that a better fluid in unlim ited quantity 
can be obtained in the new locition. 
At 
any time, should an accident occur to the 
new pum p, or the water snpplv from u n ­ 
foreseen causes be dim inished' the gate 
connecting the two systems could be raised, 
and the river water would again How 
through the eastern quarter. 
On the con- 
tra rj. should any accident or cause prevent 
the old pum ps from acting (as has lately 
happened), the new system could at least 
afford partial relief to the western section 
of the city. 
Second—By taking as a territory for the 
new supply a full third of tbat occupied 
by all our water takers, or for purposes of 
illustration, say all that section east of — 
street, we m ust relieve the old pumps at 
the \\ ater W orks of an enormous power, 
m uch of which is now wasted in an effort 
to force the heavier river water to rem o’e 
quarters. This relief will result in great 
benefit to those of the older or western sec­ 
tion by insuring to them pressure sufficient 
for elevator or fire purposes in a more lim ­ 
ited area than at present. 
Third—By adopting this plan we provide 
for the most rapidly growing section of the 
city, and its residents such water that 
the value of every lot with which it is con­ 
nected will be enhanced in value. 
Fourth—The experiment wili determine 
fcr all time the facts concerning the nature 
and permanency of what is believed to b 'i 


by the committee one of the most valuable 
w ater supplies offered to a D y city in the 
A m erican Union. 
If successful it will be 
worth m illions of dollars to us in increased 
population and property values. 
If unsuc­ 
cessful we have m et no loss except in the 
expense of removing the pum p and a por­ 
tion of the m ain outside of Thirty-first 
street to other localities. 
“ 1 he chances of failure in the supply have 
been carefully considered by the com m it­ 
tee, and they have had in evidence the 
facts deduced from those persons who are 
best qualified to judge of such m atters 
from personal experience. All these agree 
that no dim inution of supply has been no­ 
ticed in the wells of this particular region 
even when powerful pum ps are run at full 
capacity. 
Mr. W illiam son stated to your 
committee th at he has regularly pum ped 
from his two wells as much each day as one- 
third of the water used in Sacram ento City; 
they had been in operation four years, and 
the supply appealed to increase rather than 
dim inish. 
The cost will be nom inal, not consider­ 
able. Governor Booth says the well on fii3 
place can be used for experim ent. The 
city and countv owns land th at is available. 
The proprietors of Oak Park offer to donate 
two blocks in a direct line tor experim ental 
or perm anent use. Mr. W illiam son’s propo­ 
sition m ade to the Association is a good 
and reasonable one. 


DR. W . A. B R I G G S 
Said he had talked so m uch upon the 
question that 
it bad become quite a 
chestnut, 
and 
he 
was 
D o t 
prepared 
to present anything new. 
The analysis 
made of the well water by John Eitel, 
whom all regard as a competent analyst, 
was to the effect that it was equal to Sacra­ 
m ento river water at its best, w ith oue ex­ 
ception : a slight increase of hardness, very 
slight. The water in the W illiamson, Gov­ 
ernor Booth and County H ospital wells is 
all from the sam e strata—clear, sparkling, 
of a pleasant flavor, not flat, and sufficiently 
impregnated w ith gases to be palatable. 
The tem perature is about G5°, aud varies 
little, if any, throughout the year. For 
every purpose it is hilly equal to Sacra­ 
m ento river water after the latter is filtered, 
except as to hardness, but it would be 
classed as very soft water. There is no 
question as to its quality nor as to its quan­ 
tity. 
Dr. Sim m ons’ suggestions, if carried 
out, would solve the question once for all 
and cheaply. 
v. s m’clatchy 
Said he believed, from w hat he could learn, 
that a better force and a larger supply 
could be obtained near the city than on the 
Kidge. 


j . o . C O L E M A N 
Said H . G. Sm ith, who was absent from 
the city, had consented to m ake a present 
to the city of sufficient land on his ranch 
east of the city for water works. 
It could 
be selected on that poriion nearest the citv. 
He had recently sunk a well on this place, 
and found an inexhaustible quantity as 
good, clear, pure and sparkling water os 
could be found anyw here in the State. 


M O U N T A I N W A T E R . 
Some one suggested that the well water 
came from the Am erican river. Dr. Briggs 
said lie thought this a mistake. The bed 
of the American was so thoroughly filled 
with fine debris that this would appear to 
be impossible. 
At Meister’s, near the river, 
they had to sink 200 feet to find the same 
strata which was reached at a depth of 140 
at W illiam son’s, on the Ridge. 
V. S. McClatchy said he was sure the 
Sanborn wells did not have their source in 
the American, for the flow was five feet 
above the level of the river. 


K . 
F . 
A I K E N 
Said that this was a question that had been 
discussed scores of times. 
Eighteen years 
ago the medical faculty of this city went 
out to his fruit farm, Glen Gardens,' some 
two miles east of the corporate limits, to 
sam ple the water. 
Among the medical 
gentlem en composing the party he rem em ­ 
bered Drs. Harkness, Oatmati and Phelan 
A t that tim e he had ten wells on his place. 
On one a steam pum p was used which 
tbrew au enormous am ount of water w ith­ 
out the least apparent dim inution of the 
supply. 
They tested the water with acids, 
they took some of it hom e for analysis, 
and he. in accordance w ith their request, 
brought in a quantity of it the next day. 
They were pleased with it, and pronounced 
it pure. 
At the present lime he has sixteen 
wells, some of them 118 feet in depth. 
Iu 
boring fie went through several different 
stratas and gets an inexhaustible supply. 
He had used a large pum p with an eight- 
horse power engine in tbese weiis and 
never could lower the water the least; the 
supply apparently was inexhaustible. 
On 
his highest land the water couie3 to w ithin 
nine feet of the surface and w ithin eight 
feet on the lowest. 
"I look upon Burns 
slough,” said he, “as a natural spring. 
It 
rises in August and September all the way 
from ten to seventeen inches before a drop 
of rain falls and when the river is at its 
lowest stage. 
One well on the edge of the 
slough is 260 feet in depth and the flow is 
six feet above the water in the slough. 1 
think that to go from the slough, you go 
from the source of supply. 
1 think this 
water comes from a natural underground 
river. The siongh water comes up through 
the crevices. 
The fact of boring wells lets 
the water up more freely than it would 
otherwise come. 
The water level in those 
wells is three or four feet above the high 
grade on F ront street. 
Tbese levels, I 
think, were 
made by the engineers in 
doing 
levee 
and 
railroad 
work. 
If 
the 
citizens 
so 
desire. 
I 
am 
sure 
they can get an opportunity to obtain 
w ater in that locality for a nom inal figure. 
The railroad runs out there so tbat sup­ 
plies could be hauled at littie cost. 
My 
idea is to sink a large sized shaft down as 
far as possible, and then bore wells in the 
bottom . The shaft will act as a reservoir. 
If the test is m ade there the reservoir will 
be at and on the surface, and it will be a 
half mile nearer the Plaza than the W ill­ 
iamson wells, saving that much piping. 
From East Park out you can get (lowing 
wells, and they can test on my land for one 
dollar.” 
TRUSTEE W O L F 
Said he came to listen and gain inform a­ 
tion, and not to talk and give suggestions. 
There was no question but what more 
pum ps were necessary, and in a few years, 
owing to the rapid growth of the city, the 
m ains would all have to be enlarged. The 
present demand for an increased water 
supply makes the dem and for a new pum p 
a necessity. In the sum m er season the 
present supply was inadequate, and if an 
accident should happen to the m achinery 
there would be no supply at all. 


JU D G E H . O. BEATTY 
Said he had been investigating this ques­ 
tion most thoroughly. 
For the last three 
or tour weeks one pum p was found to be 
quite enough to furnish the water for do­ 
mestic purposes. 
H e spoke for over half an hour and gave 
the workings of the two pum ps, their ca­ 
pacity, and stated tbat Sacram ento wasted 
m ore water than she legitim ately used. 
The pum ps had capacity enough, but the 
m ains were too sm all. The suction pipe 
was 
also 
too 
small 
and 
had 
too 
m any elbows and turns in it. 
If these 
were straightened and enlarged, the present 
pum ps could furnish double the am ount of 
water. 
H e made m any practical sugges­ 
tions. 
H e compared the consum ption of 
water per capita, and showed th at it should 
be reduced to at least one-half. 
One of the 
greatest wastes was in allowing constant 
stream s to run through water-closets, an 
absolute and absurd waste o( water. 
If the 
pipes were enlarge»!, in his opinion it would 
do away 
w ith 
all the difficulty, 
and 
the present plant would be sufficient for 
some years to come. H elhougbtthat$40,000 
ought to be enongh to put in the plant and 
put down the m ains for the experim ental 
pum p. This m oney he said could be ob­ 
tained from the Funded Debt Commission 
at four per cent., and explained how the 
loan could be made. 
He recommended 
two lift pnm ps that would co9t from $1,000 
to $1,500 each. 
In response from questions by Dr. Sim­ 
m ons he said tbat if the city were divided 
at Eleventh street the present system would 
furnish an abundance of water with good 
force for the city west of that street. 
Considerable further discussion was en­ 
tered into by Christopher Green, T. C 
Churchm an, J. M. Avery, Trustee Ryan 
and others. 
On motion of Mr. Green, the report and 
recom m endations of the comm ittee were 
unanim ously adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Avery, the W ater Com­ 
m ittee were instructed to co-operate with 
the Trustee in settling the details. 
Mayor Gregory, speaking for him self and 
the other Trustees, said thev would do all 
in 
their 
power 
in 
the direction in­ 
dicated. and the m atter will be subm itted 
to the people at the spring election.

a s h i n g t o n , December 10th.— Iu the 
Senate to-day Senator Frye introduced the 
following resolution: 
Bnolved, T h at th e C om m ittee of Foreign Af­ 
fairs be instructed to inquire into the condition 
of affairs in th e Sam oan Islands so fur as it af­ 
fects the interests an d rights of A m erican citi­ 
zens doing business there, th e relations o f the 
United States w ith and th e ir obligations to said 
Islands u n d e r existing treaties, the necessity of 
m ain tain in g th e ir neu trality or independence 
and ou r d u ty iu th is regard, w hat steps have 
been taken in th is direction by o u r G overnm ent 
an d w h at lu rth er action, if any, is dem anded.

Frye rem arked, sarcastically and bitterly— 
proper to fit out ships of war and send 
them down against the poor m iserable little 
republic of Hayti. 
It was well enough for 
the great Am erican Republic—when Mex­ 
ico took and im prisoned some American 
tram p—to threaten war and even go to the 
very ragged edge of it. 
But would it not 
be more consistent with the dignity and 
power of t his great republic to protect tbe 
rights of her citizens against her equals— 
against a country like England or a country 
like German} ? Gne vessel, he said, had 
been seized in Hayti, but a hundred had 
been seized in Canada. One was backed 
by Great Britain, and the other by no oue 
In his opinion, the American people de­ 
m anded th at if its power was to be shown 
it should be shown against its equals, and 
not against its inferiors. 
He asked for the 
present consideration of the resolution, and 
he hoped tbe Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations would be active and indnstrious in 
finding out the condition of things in those 
islands and what the duty of tbe United 
States required.

TWO VACANCIES. 


THE BIRMINGHAM AFFAIR. 


Assuming the statements of Sheriff and 
th ie f of Police to be correct regarding the 
riot at Birmingham, Ala., they must be 
held to be justified, notwithstanding the 
order they gave to fire upon the people, 
the terribly effective volley that followed 
and the killing of some innocent people. 
The Sheriff had a prisoner in his charge 
against whom the crime of murder was 
laid. 
A large body of citizens assembled 
aliout the jail. The attitude and expres­ 
sion of the crowd led the oflicers to believe 
that the jail was to lie broken in and the 
prisoner lynched. Both officials aver that 
the order to disperse was repeatedly given; 
that the crowd still advanced despite the 
efforts made to induce it to yield and re­ 
tire. 
When within a few feet of the jail 
shots were fired at his guards from the 
crowd and the Sheriff' avers not until then 
did he give orders to fire. 
The result was 
the killing of seven or eight citizens and 
the wounding of about fifty. The people 
of the city, it appears, at once turned 
against the Sheritfj charging that he had 
been guilty of murder, that he should have 
fired over the heads of the people first, if 
at all; that he had no reason to order the 
firing, however, and that the gathering 
was not a mob. Placards were posted with 
petitions demanding the arrest of the 
.Sheriff for murder, aud some of them call­ 
ing for organization to take the official 
and hang him, and he was finally taken 
into custody for murder. 
Troops were 
sent for and martial law declared, and at 
last accounts enforced peace prevailed. 
That the Mayor, Chief of Police and the 
military Commander support the Sheriff is 
strong evidence that he acted within the 
scope of his authority and did not abuse 
it. 
That an angry crowd advanced upon 
him and refused to retire after repeated 
commands, even if it did not fire upon 
him, was enough t;> justify his action. 
The presumption must be that he did not 
resort to arms until the necessity for it 
arose. Sheriff’s officers are not likely to 
shoot down their fellow-citizens except as 
an inevitable resort in order to maintain 
the law. 
The Sheriff was hound to resist all at­ 
tempts to take the prisoner, and not to 
make a mere feint of doing so. 
Too man v 
officials in similar straits permit them­ 
selves to he overcome and make but a fee­ 
ble show of resistance to lynchers, justify­ 
ing themselves by the plea that they are 
not called upon to risk their own lives, or 
take those of others in order to save ihe 
necks of murderers. 
But in all such cases 
the officers constitute themselves Judge 
and jurors. Such defense is more than 
weakness—it is confession of incapacity to 
appreciate the duty of a peace officer and 
unfitness for the position, if it is not flat 
admission of cowardice. A Sheriff is ex­ 
pected to put his life in peril, if need be, 
to enforce the law and resist lawlessness. 
H e is invested with authority for the 
express purpose of standing guard to the 
law and of preserving the public peace. 
The officer who stands to his post, aud 
when the necessity arises does not fear to 
take life to maintain the integrity of his 
authority, is representative in one of its 
highest forms of government of the people 
by the people; he signally illustrates the 
need for laws and for organized society ; 
the wisdom of ordei ly methods of ascer­ 
taining guilt and of inflicting punishment. 
Such officials should not only be com­ 
mended, but applauded. 
In this case it is 
not likely that the Sheriff knew that in­ 
nocent men were in the crowd laboring to 
induce it to turn back from its unlawful 
purpose. They must at least have heard 
the warning and the threat to fire, and 
themselves assumed the peril of remaining 
with the rioters. 
The people in their calmer moments 
will approve the Sheriff’s action and with­ 
draw the charge of murder they have laid 
at his door, recognize his courage and 
clear sense of duty, aud approve that which 
thev now condemn.

COWING THE LAWLESS. 


The firm stand of resistance presented 
by the police to the proposed Anarchist 
demonstration in Chicago on Sunday, re­ 
sulted in the cowing of the lawless ele­ 
ment, and the proposed gatherings and 
marchings arranged for were abandoned. 
Chicago is to be congratulated that she has 
an administration that does not fear to 
prevent crime as well as punish criminals. 
Different ideas of duty prevailed under 
Mayor Carter Harrison when the Hav- 
market massacre occurred. 
Ilis adminis­ 
tration construed the right of free assem­ 
bly and free speech to justify non-inter­ 
ference with assemblages and red-flag pa­ 
rades intended to incite people to lawless­ 
ness and announced to be for that express 
purpose. 
Mayor Roche and the Chicago 
police officials entertain a very different 
idea of duty. The Mayor is not probably 
infected with a sense of the value of the 
Anarchist vote in the scheme of his polit­ 
ical ambition. 
At least the authorities 
appear to have taken the Anarchists at 
their word—that they intended is meet 
aud parade to incite to disturbance of the 
peace, to stimulate resistance to the laws, 
and to effect the overthrow of orderly 
regulations for the government of society. 
Nor is it likely that the officials will sutler 
any 
assault, through 
the 
Courts 
or 
otherwise, for their action. The officers 
appear to have kept very nicely within 
the lines, as regards lawful meetings. 
They did not prohibit actual assemblages 
that were peaceful and not openly directed 
against order, and one such was actually 
held, lawlessness and incitement to it being 
prevented by police presence and watch­ 
fulness. 
This action will be of salutary 
influence. 
It will give courage to the 
people to resist the Anarchists with pre­ 
ventive measures, and will correspondingly 
discourage the revolutionists and weaken 
the influence of their leaders. 


T h e death o f Josiah Johnson at a rijie 
old age removes one o f the pioneer citi­ 
zens 
o f Sacramento whose most active 
years were intimately associated with the ; 
building o f the city and the forwarding of 
its best interests. 
Mr. Johnson was a eiti- 
zen whose purity of life and high-minded­ 
ness and public spirit were acknowledged 
bv all the people of the community. 
He 
held many positions of trust, and uniformly 
discharged them with faithfulness, economy ■ 
and wisdom. 
His death will be regretted 
bv every one of the thousands who knew 
him 
H e will be sincerely mourned by 
U,e'people of the Capital City and his 
memory held in respectful and honored ra- 
njembrance. 


The Board of Police Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon and investigated the 
charges against officers Able and Green, 
which were rtfered to in the R ecobd Union 
yesterday m orning. 
The little Court-room 
was crowded w ith spectators, 
it was nearly 
two o’clock when the Board was called to 
order by M ayor Gregory, Chief Lee and 
Judge Buckley being present. 
The Mayor 


stated that the object of the m eeting was to 
investigate serious charges against the two 
officers. 
T he following charges had been prepared 
and were in the hands of the Cierk: 
Before th e H onorable Board of Police Com­ 
m issioners o f the city o f Sacram ento, county of 
Sacram ento. Stale of California. 
In th e m atter o f C harles Able an d G. Green, 
police officersof said city, ch arg eso l official m is­ 
conduct. 
T he C hief of Police o f said city, T im othy Lee, 
com plains of police officers C harles Able and 
George Green, of said city, for th e offense of of­ 
ficial m isconduct, com m itted as follows: 
T hat on th e six th day of Decem ber, 1888, in 
th e said city, county an d state, th e said police- 
officers and defendants, C harles Able and 
Green, m ade an arrest of th e persons of M arin- 
DeLyon and E rnest ----------- , a n d w illfully an.. 
unlaw fully released said prisoners for a consider­ 
ation of SCO; and th a t said officers m ade no re­ 
port of th e ir action at th e police station in said 
city. 
T imothv L ee, C hief oi Police. 
Sacram ento, D ecem ber, 1888. 
T he Mayor directed,, the Cierk to read 
the charges, when E .'C . H art, who ao- 
peared as counsel lor the officers, objected 
to the reading on the ground that the Board 
had not acquired jurisdiction, because the 
charges had not been verified. 
T iie M ay o r s a id th a t th e c h arg es h avin'* 
b een filed by o n e o f th e P o lice C o m m issio n ­ 
ers. th e y d id n o t n e ed to be v erified , a s th e 
B o ard a t a ll tim e s h a d ju ris d ic tio n o v er 
th e c o n d u c t o f th e officers o n th e force. 
C ity A tto rn e y h b u re ó to o k th e sa m e view 
o f tfie m a tte r. 
M r. H a r t w a rm ly u rg ed h is o b jectio n a n d 
re a d a s ec tio n o f th e law . w h ic h p ro v i i :-s 
th a t w o rre charges a re p re ftrre d a g a in st an 
officer by uuy c itiz en th e y m u s t be verified.

After some discu-sion, however, it wss 
decided to allow M arius DeLvon, one of 
the men who C laim ed to have given Able 
$20, to swear to the charges, which he did 
alter they had been carefully read over to 
him by the interpreter, Jam es T. Barron. 
The name of Tim othy Lee was erased in 
the churges and that of M arius DeLvon in­ 
serted, and the latter was then called to 
the stand. 
H e is a Frenchm an and could 
speak very little English, so Mr. Barron 
was sworn to interpret his evidence. 
M arius DeLyon testified that he came to 
this city eight days ago. On Thursday 
m orning about 4 o’clock he was sleeping iii 
a house in the alley between Second and 
Tlurd. K and L. when he was awakened 
by officers Able and Green, who compelled 
him to get up and dress and go with them . 
They did not tell him what he was arrested 
for. 
They cam e as far as I street, between 
Front and Second, when he suggested to 
his friend Ernest Oguin, who was also 
under arrest, that they had better put up a 
deposit so they would not be locked np. 
He took out $15 and gave it to Ernest, who 
ollered it to the officers, but they demanded 
$20. 
H e then put up another $5-piece and 
Ernest gave it to officer Able, aud they 
were told to go. 
They went off together 
and 
left the officers 
together. 
After 
they gave Able the m oney Green told 
them to say nothing. 
The witness was subjected to a very rigid 
cross-exam ination by Mr. H art, which cov­ 
ered all of his past history and m anner of 
living. 
He claimed that he was a business 
man, and that before he left Sacramento 
some time ago he had been residing here 
for ten years and at one tim e kept a m in­ 
eral water store on Second street, next to 
No. l ’s Engine house. 
He said be was un­ 
m arried, and adm itted that he had been 
living with a woman for ten years, and was 
in her company when arrested. He denied 
tlmt he lived in a house of prostitution, 
and said that be never was a rre ste d but 
once, and then be did not k n o w w hat it 
was for. The officers did not a sk fcim for 
money, but he ofipred to put it up as a de­ 
posit, and only objected that the am ount 
demanded was too large. 
Ernest Ot u it testified,’ that he came to 
the city a week ago Sunday, and on T hurs­ 
day m orning was sleeping in a house on 
the alley between Second and Third, K and 
L streets, when he was arrested by officers 
Green and Able in company with M arius 
De Lyon. On the way toward the station 
house Green said, “ You Frenchm an, you 
have got plenty of money.” 
W hen they 
were on I street, between F rontand Second, 
they gave officer Able $20 and were told to 
go, officer Able putting his finger on his 
m outh, telling them to say nothing. 
On cross-exam ination he said that Green 
did not ask him for any money, but onlv 
said, “ You Frenchm an, von have got 
plenty of m oney.” 
H e did 'n o t hear Able 
ask M arius for money. 
H e did not know 
w hether any m oney was paid in at the po 
lice station or not. 
H ad not seen the offic­ 
ers since untii to-day. 
Officer Arlington testified that he met 
the two officers with the two prisoners on 
I street, between Second and Front, going 
towards the station-house. 
Marius asked 
him if he did not know him , and he re­ 
plied that fie did. 
M arius said, “ You 
have not seen me here for a long time, 
have you?’’ ami he said no, and passed 
on, as fie was in a hurry. H e went back 
to ihe station-house later and saw that no 
arrests were recorded. 
Captain Karcher said that he had some 
inform ation of crooked work and m ade an 
investigation and reported the facts to 
Chief Lee. 
He learned that the men had 
been arrested and that no report was made 
of it a' the station-nou9e and no money 
paid in a sa deposit. 
W hen he first asked 
Green about hi resting the Frenchm en he 
denied that any arrest was made, but alter 
he had refreshed his m em ory by asking him 
some other question, he adm itted that the 
arrests were made. 
Officer M cLaughlin testified that be was 
on duty as jailer at the time, and that no 
arrests were reporied and no m oney paid 
in. 
Officer Farrell, day jailer, also testified to 
the same effect. 
Officer Green was then put noon the 
staud in his own behalf, and testified that 
on Thursday m orning he was on beat 3, 
which extends from 
Third to 
Seventh 
street, between K and A'. 
He and officsr 
Ahle were standing on the corner of Second 
and K about half-past 3 o’clock in the 
morning, when they heard a noise in a 
bouse in the alley between K and L. Sec­ 
ond and Third. A young man and a woman 
had some trouble there, and tbev arrested 
them and took them to the station-house. 
The woman put up a deposit and went out. 
As she w ent out she told Able there were a 
couple of French “ macques ” in the aiiey, 
and asked why he did not arrest them . 
They went over there, and Able went to 
the back-door and he to the front door. 
M arins let Able in the back-door, and the 
latter let him in the front door, and thev 
arrested both m en, and took them down as 
far as I street, where they m et officer A r­ 
lington. 
H e heard Arlington talking to 
the man with Able, but he was some thirty 
feet away and did not hear w hat was said. 
W hen Able came up he told him that the 
men had only been here two or three days, 
and then be said that if that was the case 
they had better let them go, as they could 
not make out a case against them . 
He de­ 
nied receiving any money, and did not see 
Able get any money. 
Officer Able testified io substantially the 
same. He said he did not receive any 
money and only let the men go because 
Arlington said they h ai only been here a 
few days. He also stated that he told Chief 
L»e of the arrest the next evening. 
Chief Lee stated that the latter statement 
was false. He said that officer Able came 
to him and told him that i! he would put 
officer Green on that beat they could n -*<--t 
some “ macques,” but that he replied that 
officer Campbell would reu rn from San 
Francisc) that evening ami would go on 
beat 3, and that officer Green ;:.u-t go back 
to his ■ wu beat. The first information he 
had of the arrest was from Captain Karcher. 
Mr. H art m ade a strong appeal t-. the 
C o m m issio n e rs in behalf of his clients 
He 
u rg ed their standing in the com m unity 
and that the two Frenchm an did not be 
long to a respected class of citizens, and 
asked that the charges be dismissed. 
TheCitv Attorney sa-d that he did not 
feel it his duty to comment on the testi­ 


mony. He had always found the officers 
zealous in the performance of their duties, 
and his relations with them had always 
been pleasant. 
H e reminded the Board, 
however, that it was their duty to preserve 
the reputatiou of the police force, else it 
would reflect upon themselves. 
Mayor Gregory said that the duties of a 
Police Commissioner were very unpleasant. 
H e had voted for both of the officers against 
whom the charges were made, and he d ow 
regretted it. 
H e was convinced from the 
evidence tlial they had accepted a bribe to 
let the prisoners go, and such actions re­ 
flected on the integrity of the whole force. 
It did seem a pity that a man could not stay 
on the police force a short lim e w ithout 
bringing disgrace upon himseit, his sup­ 
porters and fellow officers. 
H e did not 
consider the accused officers w orthy of 
the confidence reposed in them , and not­ 
w ithstanding thefaci the be voted tor them 
he should vote fur th tir removal from the 
force. 
Judge Buckley spoke in the same strain. 
He had voted for both Able and Green, 
and had since learned io like them , but the 
evidence in the case whs very damaging, 
it the two principal witnesses against them 
aid not bear ihe best reputation, there was 
other strong corroborating testimony, but 
the m anner in which De Lvon and Oguin 
gave their testimony convinced hint ilia: 
they were teiiing the truth. H e knew that 
they did not want to appear as witnesses 
and would have gone to Ban Francisco to­ 
day if they had not beeu detained by a 
subpeua. Officer Green's denial to the 
Captain of Police that the arrest had be*_n 
m ade was a point against him . He should 
vole for the rem oval of boih officers. 
Chief Lee said lie bad arrived atth c sam e 
conclusion. Ho had no personal feeling 
against the ^officers, but was determined 
th at the officers should do right, or lie 
would bring them before the Commission­ 
ers. 
T he M ayor declared th at it was the or­ 
der oi the Board of Police Commissioners 
that ihe places of officers Able and Green 
on the police force be declared vacant. 
A LIVELY SCENE. 


A t th e tim e the announcem ent was made 
Green was sitting in front of the desk usu­ 
ally occupied by attorneys, and M arius De 
Lyon was sitting on a bench in the ante 
room , and ju st outside of the door leading 
into the Court room. Green left bis seat 
anil 
pounced 
upon 
the 
unsuspecting 
frenchm an, dealing him several stunning 
blows in the face and cutiing him under 
tue eye. 
Instantly every mail in the room 
was on his feet and the crowd surged into 
the little anteroom , but Green had alreadv 
been placed under arrest by officers Aguer 
and Campbell and was bustled down stairs 
into the jail, where a charge of battery was 
entered against him . Subsequently he was 
released on a deposit ol $5U 
The Board then adjourned to meet at the 
call of the Chairm an. 
A m eeting will probably be held to-day 
to fill the vacancies caused by the removal 
of Able aud Green.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


POLICE COURT. 
R hoderick Dhn Cooper P leads Guiliy to 
Four Charges. 
Yesterday morning a number of uptown 
hotel proprietors and business men were in 
attendance, much to their disgust, as wit­ 
nesses in the Police Court. Rhoderick 
Dhu Cooper, the incorrigible, was before 
the Court on four charges, two of drunk, 
one of common drunk and one of disturb­ 
ing the peace, and he had subpenaed 
these gentlemen to prove his character. 
They all knew Cooper, and the latter's at­ 
torney fearing the result of an examination 
entered a plea of guilty to all the charges 
for his client and asked that sentence be de­ 
ferred until 10 a. u. to-day. Cooper has a 
kind and indulgent father who has done 
everything possible for him, and that 
Rhoderick Dhu is not a tirst-class and hon­ 
ored citizen is no fauU of his parent. He 
has become an intolerable nuisance and a 
fit companion for Frank Robinson. His 
fault lies in the fact that he drinks to ex­ 
cess, gets quarrelsome, and then becomes a 
burly bruiser. Saturday night, at Tenth 
and K, he assaulted a blacksmith and the 
latter gave him a sound thrashing. Later 
in the evening he was whipped in a down­ 
town saloon. Sunday morning, while men. 
women and children were wending their 
way to church, they saw a prize fight in the 
yard of the American Eagle Hotel. The 
contestants were stripped 10 the waist, and 
the “m ill” was in accordance with the latest 
London rules. The contestants were Cooper 
and a tramp. The former was knocked 
out in two rounds. Later on the same dav 
he was arrested by officer Franks and broke 
away from the officer at Seventh and K 
streets. After a chase of a block through 
the mud and slush ha was captured, hanii- 
cufled and taken to the lockup. His father 
bailed him out. When a man raises sacli 
an ingrate it would seem that ‘•marriage,” 
in such cases at least, ‘ is a failure.” 
William Schmidt, who pleaded guilty to 
burglary on Saturday, by request of his at­ 
torney, E. C. Hart, had his arraignment 
continued for one day. 
John Campbell, who broke a pane of 
glass in a saloon door and was arrested for 
disturbing the peace, was discharged, there 
being no complaint on file. 
Charles Hotlilter, disturbing the peace, 
pleaded guilty and was fined $5. 
F. F. Doland, charged with assault to 
murder, was not ready for bis examination 
and ask a continuance. The City Attorney 
said that E. C. Iioeder. the assaulted party, 
was still confined to his room, and would 
not be able to appear in Court for some days. 
The case upon this showing was continued 
for one week. 
Charles Seebe, who went to the station- 
hous? Saturday night drunk and asked to 
be locked up for safe-keeping, was dis­ 
charged. 
John O'Brien, the youth who stole a bolt 
of cloth from a tailor shop at Eighth and K 
streets, was fined $50 or fifty days in the 
County Jail. 
Chas. Butler, who was arrested for beg­ 
ging on the public streets Saturday by offi­ 
cer Creen, entered a plea of not guilty. He 
said he was a married man, a harness- 
maker by trade and resided near Susan- 
ville. lie came to Sacramento, got on a 
spree and spent all his money. He had 
been drinking with a German friend and 
as they were about to separate he asked a 
loan of ten cents. He was then going to 
start on the evening train for Reno, en 
route to his home in Sttsanville. 
“How did you ixpect to ride without 
money to pay your fare ?" asked the City 
Attorney. 
"Oh!” smiled the Susanville harne-s- 
rnafeer, “I would probably get on and ride 
a little ways, and get fired. By short stage- 
I hoped ultimately to get home. The w ay 
of the transgressor is hard, you know. ’ 
He was discharged. 
Harry Pelterson, a typo, arrested on a 
similar charge, was also discharged. 
Mike Burke was arrested on the 6th day 
of November and convicted of vagrancy. 
Judgment was withheld to give him an op­ 
portunity to leave town. He came back a 
few days sines and will now have to serve 
the city in the chain-gang. He will be 
sentenced to-morrow. 
Anthony Farley was convicted on a 
charge of being drunk and fined $2 50 or 
two and a half days in the City Prison. 
The case of L. Bennett, charged with dis­ 
turbing the peace, was dismissed. 
Northern California League. 
Ail arrangements are complete for the 
formation of a League, to be known as the 
Northern California League. Nearly every 
town in the north of any importance will 
join, and a season of success is guaranteed. 
A meeting of the managers of the different 
clubs has been called, and will be held in 
Marysville on January 1, 1889. The Altas 
wüi go to Oroville to play during the citrus 
fair, and will take their effective battery, 
McLaughlin and Hapeman.

The rainfall yesterday, according to the 
Signal Service records, was .06 of an inch, 
making 1 30 inches for this month and <! 13 
inches for the season, as against 1.12 
incites to a corresponding date last season. 
The average temperature was 51°, be­ 
ing 5° warmer than the normal for that day. 
The highest and lowest temperature was 
52° and 48°, with gentle southerly winds 
and a light, drizzling rain during the 
greater part of the day ; barometer steady 
at 30.08 inches. 
Sim m ons W ins Again. 
A second case of D. J. Simmons vs. T. J.

Grove L John­ 
son appeared for plaintiff, and C. T. Joins 
and T. J. Clunie for defendants.

Street R ailway Franchise* — Cigarette 
O rdinance and O ther W alters. 
The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session yesterday morning, Mayor 
Gregory presiding, and Trustees Ryan and 
W olf present. 
E. H. Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
Waterworks, reported to the Board of 
Trustees yesterday morning that 21,831,000 
gallons of water were pumped for the week 
ending December 9th. The Holly pump 
was run 139 hours and the Stevens pump 
15 hours. 
STF.EET RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 
Robert T . D evlin, attorney for the Cen­ 
tral Street R ailw ay Company, appeared in 
behalf of that com pany and asked for a 
franchise for a term of fifty years to con­ 
struct a railroad commencing at the inter­ 
section 
o f J street 
and 
Sixth street; 
thence in, over, through Sixth street to R 
street; theDce in. over, through and along 
P street to TweDty-eighth. 
Also, for a 
road com mencing at the intersection of J 
street and Ninth street and thence in. 
over, thr -ugh and along Ninth street to F 
stree-; in. on, over, through aud along F 
street u> Twentieth street. 
A lto, for a line 
commencing at the intersection of J and 
Thirteenth streets, and thence in, over, 
on, through and along Thirteenth street to 
G street; thence in, over, on, through and 
along G street to Twentieth street; thence 
in, on, over, through and along Twentieth 
street to F sweet. 
The franchise asked 
gives the com pany permission to propel 
car3 by wire ropes running under the 
streets and moved by stationary engines, 
and also to propel cars by the electric pro­ 
cess. 
The special reasons set forth for the 
grant of permission and authority to propel 
cars by the electric process are that the pop­ 
ulation of the city w ill be increased and 
the rate of taxation decreased; that easier 
com munication by the citizens, one with 
the other, w ill be afforded; that the proba­ 
bility of accidents occurring 011 such a road 
is sm all; that it is probable that in time 
electric power w ilt supersede other power 
for propelling cars, and that such power is 
well adapted for use on streets having the 
grade of those in Sacramento City. 
It is 
agreed to plank, pave or macadamize the 
entire length of the street used by their 
track between the rails and for two feet on 
each side thereof and between the tracks. 
The rates of Jare must not exceed ten 
cents for one fare or twenty-five cents for 
four fares. 
The rate of speed must not he 
greater than eight m iles per hour. 
The 
owners of the road shall pay to the city a 
license of $5 a year for each car run. 
The 
grantee, its successors or assigns m ay at 
ant’ tim e abandon any part or portion of 
the franchise hereby granted upon tiling 
with the Board o f Trustees a written dec­ 
laration of such abandonment, particularly 
describing the part or portion intended to 
be abandoned. 
Mr. Devlin asked that the franchises he 
grunted at the present time, that the rails 
m ight be ordered at once and brought out 
by water, in order to secure a lower rate of 
freight. 
It is desired to begin the work at 
an early date. 
H e said that the com pany 
had already more than fulfilled the condi­ 
tions of the other franchise granted, al­ 
though they were rigorous. 
T he company 
was w illing that the Board insert a clause 
that the proposed roads be completed within 
eighteen months. 
M ayor Gregory said that while he should 
not stand in the w ay o f any proposed im ­ 
provement, or o f any person or com pany 
that desired to develop the wealth anci 
prosperity o f the city, he was not in favor 
of granting any more franch'ses unless a 
satisfactory guarantee was given that the 
parties asking for them m eant business. 
He had no doubt that the gentlemen ask­ 
ing for these franchises did so in good faith 
aud the same rem ark would apply to Mr. 
Carey, but he thought the Board should 
place some restrictions in the franchises. 
The moment either of the parlies have the 
material on hand to commence work he 
was ready to grant the franchise. 
The 
Board should Have a guarantee that the 
roads would be built and that they would 
be operated. 
Mr. Devlin said that his com pany was 
w illing to give any kind of a reasonable 
guarantee. 
H e did not think it fair that 
the com pany should go to the expense of 
purchasing iron beforesecurine a franchise. 
H e believed that the Centra! R ailw ay Com­ 
pany had convinced the citizens of the city 
that they were in earnest in all their under­ 
takings. 
H e thought that the citizens o f 
Sacramento were w illing to see railroads 
built in every direction. Railroads increase 
the value r.f property. 
The men who have 
their money invested in ttie electric rail- 
risid believe that it will pay. 
Trustee R yan agreed with the M ayor that 
there should be res'rictions, and that an 
agreement should be given that the roads 
would he built within a certain time, but 
he did not think they had the right to state 
how m any cars should be run. 
Mr. D evlin said a hundred care would be 
run if they would pay. 
Sacram ento was a 
sm all town, but it was hoped and expected 
that it would grow. 
H is com pany would 
agree to abandon its franchises whenever it 
failed to carry cut ail the clauses according 
to law. 
The com pany has not yet asked 
property-owners to put u p a single cent to 
pay for the road, although m any have vol­ 
unteered to do so. 
The proposed ordinances were read a first 
tim e and laid over one week under the 
rule. 
MR. CAREY'S FRANCHISE 
The ordinance introduced at the last 
m eeting of the Board granting a franchise 
to R . S. Carey, to construct and maintain a 
street railw ay line from the intersection of 
K and Second streets, through Second tot), 
up O to Tenth and theuce to the City Cem­ 
etery, was taken up. 
M ayor Gregory stated that the rem arks 
he had made in regard to the other fran­ 
chises applied also to this. 
E. K . Alsip, Secretary of the Central 
Street R ailw ay Com pany, said that he 
wished to state on behalf of his company 
that they were m aking no opposition to 
Mr. Carey in any respect. 
R . S. Carey then addressed the Board 
briefly, 
H e said that he was willing to do 
anything that was fair. 
H e was willing 
the city should be protected, and he wanted 
to be protected. 
H e did not want anybody 
to complain of what the Board had done 
for him. and did not esk for anything that 
was not fair. 
H e had been assailed in the 
public press for a week and wrongfully 
accused of a great m any things. 
H e never 
tore up any tracks on O street, and never 
received a dollar from any man living. The 
people who had assailed him would proba­ 
bly find out, if they did not already know 
it. that they wete mistaken. 
In regard to 
the franchise he said he would like to have 
it, and would lik e to know whether he was 
going to get it, so that he could order his 
m aterial. 
H e would subm it to aDy reason­ 
able. restrictions the Board desired to im ­ 
pose. 
H e was perfectly willing to stand 
anything the electric people were. 
H e 
wanted to build the road and connect the 
A rt Gallery with the State Capitol. 
I f the 
people on O street did not want the roan, 
he would give up the franchise. H e wanted 
to help that part of town and help him self 
It was finally decided to lay the matte. 
oyer for one week and consider What con­ 
ditions should be inserted in each o f the 
ordinances. 
The following communication was read 
and placed on file: 
Sacramento, December 10.1888. 
To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sacramento—Gi-ntlemen: At a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the California ’Museum 
Association, held Decembers. 188K, it was 
Besolvetl. That, realizing the importance to 
the assocation of facilities for reaching the gal­ 
lery. this Board urges upon the City Trustees 
the granting of a franchise to construe: a street 
railway on Second street from K to O. to Tenth 
street, furnish ing facilities for visiting the E. B. 
Crocker Ait Gallery, thus aiding the Museum 
As-ociatiou and School of Design, provided that 
a proper restriction be imposed as to time in 
which the road shall be completed. Respect­

CIGARETTE SMOKING 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by the M ayor and unanim ously adopted: 
Believing that the halutof eig»rette-»inoking 
now indulged in by persons at or tinder the ave 
of 15 years is pernicious, dangerous, aud that it 
tends to shot ten life, impair vigor, destroy 
manly strength, and have the direct tendency 
ot transmitting a wo-ak y race to posterity, the 
Board of City Trustees, acting for and in the in­ 
terest of the people, do ordain as follows: 
Ordinance No. 238, regulating the use of cigar- 
enes by minors. 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons at. or under, the age of seventeen ’ 
years, to smoke cigarettes within the limits of '■ 
the city of sacramento, under penalty of con­ 
viction of misdemeanor, punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or by both, at the discretion of . 
the Couit. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person i 
or persons, within the limits of the city of Sac­ 
ramento. to directly or indirectly sell, give, or 
in any manner deliver, cigarettes. in any quan­ 
tity, to persons under the age of seventeen 
years, under penalty, upon conviction, of fiftv 
SM) dollars for the fir t offense, one hundred 
l»10l‘) dollars f#r the sec -mi offense, and a pro­ 


portionately higher figure for each succeedinw 
offeme. 
Section?-. This ordinance shall take efleet 
from and after its passage.

D eath of an Old-Tiino Citizen—Sketch of 
HEs Life and Character. 
One of Sacramento’s oldest and most re­ 
spected citizens died yesterday. Josiah 
Johnson was a native of Waterville, N. Y., 
and died at the ripe age of 77. He was 
elected a County Supervisor in 1855 and 
served two years. He represented Sacra­ 
mento county ably in the State Senate in 
1857 and 1858. He was chosen Third 
Trustee of the citv in 1864 and served with 
distinction. In 1879 he was again called to 
the same post by the vote of the people and 
served faithfully and well for three years 
more. He was for many years the efficient 
Superintendent of the Sacramento Valley 
Railroad Company. He was always an 
earnest friend of popular education, 
but his views as to m-thods were strange, 
because advanced. He lived to see the peo­ 
ple come over in a creat measure to his 
ideas on the subject, which had mechani­ 
cal training on a basis. He believed the 
trend of a child’s tastes should be consid­ 
ered, and its educition carried 011 iu that 
direction, if possible. But he held that 
manual training was an essential. So im­ 
pressed was ho with this idea that he 
founded in this city the first training school 
upon the Pacific coast. Aided bv friends 
with means lie converted the old Franklin 
school building, now the Armory of 
the 
First 
Artillery Regiment, 
into 
a machine shop and began his school, but 
its support failing, Mr. Johnson was com­ 
pelled to abandon his plans, much to his 
chagrin. Within five years thereafter the 
people of all the State were discussing the 
project of teaching tbe mechanical arts, in 
public and in district trades schools, upon 
very much the general lines laid down by 
Josiah Johnson. Mr. Johnson was a man 
of v- . y general information. He was an 
origin il thinker, and was always looking 
ahem!; there was nothing pessimistic in 
his ideas. 
Not long ago ho said to the 
wri'er, referring to agitation for local 
improvements : “ We must not expect 
help in improving 
the 
city lrorn 
those who look backward. There is (nam­ 
ing a wealthy citizen and property-bolder) 
and 
and— 
; they look backward and 
downward and into the pocket. They have 
110 perceptions or interests beyond them­ 
selves. 
What ‘ has answered ’ is good 
enough for them. There are old men, how­ 
ever, as well as vonng, who look forward 
and upward. They am the men who will 
help put a city to the front.’ Mr. Johnson 
was a man of clean type ; he was scrupu­ 
lously mat, and everything he had any­ 
thing to do with bad to be in order and 
orderly. He entertained some views regard­ 
ing society, personal obligations and privi­ 
leges, and the duty of man to his fellows, t hat 
did not accord with generally accepted doc­ 
trines and common practices. But before 
he died he found society coming over to 
his many ideas of develomnent and con­ 
servation of individuality. Mr. Johnson 
was rather reserved, had no political ambi­ 
tions, was thoroughly domestic in his 
tastes and Itabiis and never pushed his per­ 
sonality to the front of putilic view. He 
lived the life of a good man, upright, calm, 
thoughtful and favoring all progressive ef­ 
forts, but not fearing to oppose that 
his judgment d!sapprov d. ’ His de­ 
liberation, 
cleanliness 
and 
lreedom 
from political scheming 
commanded 
for him the respect and esteem of bis fel- 
low-citizeus. There arc none without their 
faults. Josiah Johnson had fewer than 
most men, and they were no* those that 
were forced upon the community, but re­ 
lated solely to his firm convictions as to 
methods of living policies for society, and 
the ethics of civilization. As to these he 
differed from most men, and was termed, 
therefore, eccemric. But he did not intrude 
his views. at:d none he entertained but were 
htid became of his belief that they were 
aids to the advancement of the race. He 
was a just man, exacting and doing justice 
as he measured right, wrong, obligation 
and duty ; he harmed 110 man, and per­ 
mitted no man to trespass upon his lights. 
The memory of Josiah Johnson will re­ 
main among the poople as that of n good 
man. a useful citizen and a valued factor in 
social forces.

tain in g seven sticks, each fourteen inches 
long, on th e roof of th e store-room .

packages were filled w ith fu lm in atin g cap3 
anti fuse. 
O ne package liad exploded, tearing an 
im m ense hole in th e roof, and shooting 
dow nw ard, had m ore 
or less 
dam aged 
fifteen barrels of spirits. 
T h e o tte r pack­ 
age, w hich lay about six feet from th e hole, 
had failed to explode, as the fuse w ent o u t 
before reaching th e cao. 
T h ere is no clue to th e perpetrators of 
the outrage, though a suspicious circum ­ 
stance is th e fact that S chufeldt A Co., are 
th e only distillers in Illin o is w ho have 
persistently refused to enter th e W hisky 
T rust, and th ere has been trouble betw een 
the firm and o th er m em bers of th e tru st for 
m any m onths.
